United) 27, centre back. Captain 
‘of Australia since the 1970 world 
tour, Wilson is the only player to 
have taken part in all 47 mat- 
ches since Australia started its 
World Cup preparation in 1970. 

Manfred Schaefer, (St George 
Budapest) 30, centre back. The 
“iron man" of Australian 
soccer, Schaefer is our second 
most capped player, having 
sppeared in 43 full internation- 
als. 

“Doug Utjesenovic, (St 
George Budapest) 28, centre or 
full back. Had 50 senior games 
for OFK Belgrade before joining 
Melbourne club Footscray 
J.U.S.T. in 1969. Became a star 
with the Victorian State team 
before switching to St George 
Budapest in 1971. 

Jimmy MacKay (Hakoah — 
Eastern Suburbs) 29, linkman. 
Joined Melbourne club Croatia 
from Airdrie in Scotland in 1965 
and became the top player in 
Victoria. Switched to Hakoah in 
December. One of the most 
intelligent link in Australia. 

Ray Richards (Marconi-

Johnny Warren, (St George 
Budapest ) 30, linkman.

Has 
been a star in Sydney since the 
age of 15, when he made his 
debul for Canterbury Marrick- 
ville. 

Jim Rooney (Apia-Leich- 
hardt} 28. linkman. Born in 
Dundee. Scatland. Came to 
Australia in 1968 to join 
Melbourne club Lions and won 


the Argus Medal as the State 
League's top player the same 
year. A star with the State team 
in 1969, he switched to Sydney 
club Prague in 1970. and to APIA 
in 1971, the year he was selected 
to play for Australia. 

Ray Baartz (Hakoah-Eastern
